THE  ROMAN  FORUM

FIRST  THE  FISSURE,  THEN  THE  CHASM 
(The  Gallo- Roman  Empire) 


Part  II 

In  the  previous  article  we  saw  how 
one  man  wrested  a  huge  portion  of  the 
Empire  from  Rome  and  held  it  success¬ 
fully  for  almost  a  decade  against  all 
attempts  of  recovery.  His  fall  was 
precipitated,  not  from  without  but. 
rather,  from  within.  Now  that  his 
sustaining  force  had  disintegrated, 
there  came  a  swift  kaleidoscope  of 
emperors  and  aspirants  each  greedily 
grasping  for  and,  momentarily,  at¬ 
taining  his  goal 

The  historian.  Trebellius  Pollio. 
writing  about  A.D.  300  in  his  many 
times  less  than  clear  and.  perhaps, 
less  than  accurate  accounts,  tells  us 
that  when  Postumus  (259-268)  saw  he 
was  attacked  by  Gallienus  (253-268) 
with  a  great  force,  he  summoned 
Victorinus  (268-270)  as  an  ally  He 
further  states  that  it  was  Victorinus 
who  put  Laelianus  (268)  to  death  after 
the  murder  of  Postumus.  Victorinus 
was  the  son  of  Vitruvia  (Victoria),  a 
noblewoman  who  was  instrumental  in 
raising  a  number  of  men  to  the  rank  of 
Emperor.  Both  Victorinus  and  his 
young  son  of  the  same  name,  who  had 
been  elevated  to  the  rank  of  Caesar, 
were  murdered  A.D.  270  in  Cologne. 

Aurelius  Victor  in  his  De  Caesaribus, 
XXXIII.  12,  and  the  writer.  Eutropius 


both  consider  him  to  be  a  contempo¬ 
rary  of  Gallienus  while  the  author  of 
Epitome  places  him  down  with 
Claudius  Gothicus  (268-270).  Eutropius 
(ix.  9.1)  records  that  Victorinus  was 
given  over  to  beautiful  women  -  it 
seems  that  the  centuries  do  not  alter 
men  and  women  -  and  he  was  mur¬ 
dered  by  an  actuarius.  the  husband  of 
a  woman  whom  he  had  seduced. 

At  this  point  the  records  are  some¬ 
what  unclear.  Pollio  tells  us  that 
Marius  (268)  seized  power  for  only 
three  days  upon  the  death  of 
Victorinus.  However,  the  short  note 
on  him  in  Sear  states  that  he  followed 
Laelianus.  The  large  numbers  of  his 
coins  left  indicate  that  he  was  in 
power  for  more  than  the  two  or  three 
days  as  are  recorded  Or.  perhaps  his 
plans  had  been  long  in  the  making 
which  included  coins  being  struck. 
Marius  was  a  blacksmith  in  trade  and 
was  of  great  physical  strength.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  killed  with  a  sword 
of  his  own  manufacture  by  a  soldier 
with  whom  he  had  formerly  worked  at 
the  forge  and  whom  he  had  treated 
with  contempt. 

Pollio  who  wrote  of  the  "Thirty 
Tyrants"  also  included  Victoria  in  the 
list  so  that  the  full  30  could  be 
complete.  He  states  that  "bronze,  gold 
and  silver  coins  were  minted  by  her,

the  dies  of  which  still  exist  at  Treveri." 
No  coins  of  her  are  now  known.  She 
was  instrumental  in  placing  the  final 
Gallo- Roman  emperor  on  the  throne. 
Tetricus  I  (270-273)  was  proclaimed 
Augustus  and  his  young  son.  Tetricus 
II,  was  given  the  title,  Caesar,  at  the 
same  time.  Tetricus  was  at  the  time  a 
senator  and  the  governor  of  Gaul.  For 
some  time  he  opposed  Aurelian  (270- 
275)  but  finding  that  he  could  not 
control  his  own  troops,  he  surrendered 
to  Aurelian  and  was  taken  to  Rome, 
along  with  Zenobia.  wife  of  the  king  of 
Palmyra,  Odenathus.  He  was  later 
pardoned  and  appointed  corrector  of 
the  whole  of  Italy.  Tetricus  II  was 
given  the  rank  of  senator,  a  position 
he  held  until  his  death 

The  coinages  of  all  are  rather 
stereotyped  with  only  few  exceptions. 
They  follow  in  this  writing  the 
chronological  order  of  R1C. 

Marcus  Aurelius  Marius  presents  a 
few  problems  as  to  where  he  really 
belongs  in  this  period.  Some  indica¬ 
tions  are  that  he  may  be  in  the  early 
part  of  Postumus'  reign  but  since  the 
greater  bulk  of  evidence  points  to  the 
reign  of  Victorinus.  this  date  is  usually 
accepted.  Two  mints  struck  for  him  in 
two  metals.  One  is  identified  as 
Cologne  but  the  other  is  still  unidenti¬ 
fied. 

Aurei  Antoniniani

Marcus  Paiwcmius  Victorinus  em¬ 
ployed  at  least  three  mints,  the 
Southern  Mint  Cologne  and  an 
Unidentified  Mint.  This  is  the  same 
mint  of  crude  workmanship  which 
struck  for  Marius.  A  most  interesting 
series  of  aurei  was  struck  which 


commemorated  a  number  of  his 
legions.  All  these  coins  are  of  great 
rarity.

There  is  in  the  French  museum  a 
fine  medal,  probably  unique,  mea¬ 
suring  37  mm  (Cohen  106). 

Caius  Pius  Esuvius  Tetricus  and  his 
young  son  of  the  same  name  rang 
down  the  final  curtain  for  the  Gallo- 
Roman  Empire.  All  coins  issued  of 
these  rulers  come  from  the  Southern 
Mint  The  two  types  of  quinarii  which 
are  recorded  cannot  be  accepted  as 
completely  authentic.  Those  of  gold 
are  all  known  to  be  false  and  the 
pieces  in  silver  are  the  products  of 
irregular  mints  and  have  radiate  heads. 
This  alone  keeps  them  from  being 
accepted  as  true  quinarii  The  issues 
of  Tetricus  1  are  as  follows:

R2.  R3  (44)  Common  to  R  R2  (9) 

There  is  listed  under  Tetricus  II  a 
single  quinarius  aureus  but  it  has 
been  proved  to  be  false.  His  other 
types  are:

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PROOF- 

.  .  .  Misleading  to  Average  Person

The  word  "proof'  is  misleading  to 
the  average  person.  A  person  viewing 
a  collection  marked  ''proof'  that  is  not 
familiar  with  the  hobby  of  numis¬ 
matics  or  in  many  cases  a  beginner, 
will  be  ignorant  as  to  what  they  are 
really  seeing. 

I  believe  to  the  average  person  the 
word  proof  means  something  that  was 
struck  before  the  regular  issue  was 
started.  For  example.  1963  proofs 
were  made  to  see  if  everything  was  in 
order  before  the  1963  run  of  coins 
began.  The  dictionary  defines  "Proof' 
as  a  test  of  experiment;  first  print  from 
a  negative;  an  impression  taken  from 
type  for  correction. 

Nothing  could  be  more  untrue  than 
the  above  condition  if  applied  to  our 
proof  coins.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  1 963 
proof  sets  probably  will  be  in  the 
making  long  after  the  regular  run  of 
coins  has  stopped. 

I  wonder  how  many  non- collectors 
and  beginners  ever  heard  of  patterns'’ 
This  of  course  is  what  they  confuse 
with  proofs. 

As  to  what  is  a  proof  coin  and  how 
to  recognize  one  is  a  very  lengthy 
subject  When  was  the  first  proof  coin 
struck?  This  has  caused  much  contro¬ 
versy  but  it  is  generally  believed  that 
the  first  proof  coins  were  struck  in 
1793  with  the  opening  of  the  mint. 

Early  proofs  were  struck  for  more  or 
less  special  occasions  and  proofs  as 
such  are  generally  considered  to  be 


divided  into  four  distinct  periods 
such  as  the  Handcraft  Proofs  from 
1795  to  1817;  Mint  Cabinet  Proofs 
from  1818  to  1857;  Commercial  Proofs 
from  1858  to  1916;  and  Modern  Proofs 
from  1936  to  date. 

We  will  by-pass  the  first  two  periods 
of  proofs  in  this  article  and  simply 
elaborate  a  little  on  the  more  general 
characteristics  of  commercial  and 
modern  proof  sets. 

The  essential  features  that  distin¬ 
guish  proof  coins  from  the  regular  run 
of  coins  is  the  minor-like  brilliant 
surface  and  the  sharpness  in  detail  of 
the  coin. 

Certain  basic  steps  are  taken  in 
their  manufacture: 

1.  Choice  planchets  free  from  all 
defects  and  blemishes  are  se¬ 
lected. 

2.  They  are  burnished,  polished, 
sand-blasted  or  otherwise  pre¬ 
pared  with  a  uniform,  minor¬ 
like  surface. 

3.  Great  care  is  exercised  in  pre¬ 
paring  sharp,  well- executed 
obverse  and  reverse  dies. 

4  All  dust  and  foreign  matter  are 
wiped  from  the  dies  and 
planchets  prior  to  striking. 

5.  The  dies  are  highly  polished  at 
frequent  intervals  to  maintain 
their  smooth,  bright  surface 
during  striking. 

6.  Special  care  is  exercised  in

The  108-year-old  Andrews  Church 
in  Grafton.  W.  Va.  will  be  overflowing 
again  on  May  10.  Usually  it  happens 
only  once  a  year  -  the  second  Sunday 
in  May,  Mother's  Day.  Andrews  Church 
is  where  it  all  started  back  in  1908 
when  Anna  Jarvis  called  for  a  service 
in  memory  of  her  mother,  Ann  Reeves 
Jarvis,  who  worshipped  and  taught 
there  for  30  years.  That  was  73  years 
ago.  Anna,  who  had  lived  much  of  her 
adult  life  in  Philadelphia,  had  her 
mind  set  on  a  national  Mother's  Day. 
For  years  she  wrote  letter  after  letter 
to  any  who  might  have  some  influence 
-  congressmen,  governors,  presidents, 
newspaper  editors,  leaders  in  industry 
She  finally  was  rewarded  in  1914 
when  Congress  passed  a  joint  resolu¬ 
tion  declaring  the  second  Sunday  in 
May  as  Mother's  Day.  President 
Woodrow  Wilson  approved  it  ordering 
all  flags  displayed  on  government 
buildings.  Anna  died  in  a  sanitarium 
in  Pennsylvania  in  1948  She  was 
penniless  and  blind,  but  she  had 
achieved  her  life  dream  .  . 


The  Maria  Theresa  Thaler  was  not 
the  first  coin  to  be  called  a  "thaler ."  In 
the  early  15th  century,  the  kings  of 


Bohemia  minted  a  coin  called  the 
Joachimsthaler  because  the  most  pro¬ 
lific  silver  mines  in  Europe  were  in 
Joachimsthal  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Bohemia,  and  it  contained  eight-tenths 
of  an  ounce  of  silver,  as  did  the 
"thalers."  sometimes  called  "talers," 
issued  during  the  following  centuries. 
The  American  colonies  were  familar 
with  the  "thaler''  and  its  silver  content, 
and  when  the  colonies  achieved 
independence  from  England,  Alexander 
Hamilton  proposed  that  the  currency 
of  the  United  States  be  called  the 
dollar  -  an  obvious  corruption  of  the 
word  "thaler." 


The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  will  issue 
two  coins  during  1981.  a  silver  dollar 
marking  a  railroad  centenary  and  a 
$100  gold  coin  celebrating  the  epochal 
decision  of  last  July  to  adopt  "0 
Canada"  as  the  national  anthem.  The 
dollar  coin  is  36  mm  in  diameter  and 
bears  a  locomotive  superimposed  on 
the  country-  The  design  is  by 
Christopher  Gorey  The  Mint  was  to 
begin  selling  the  coin  about  March  1 
and  planned  to  continue  sales  until 
the  end  of  October  Mintage  will

placing  the  planchet  in  the 
coining  press  and  operating  the 
press  to  secure  a  sharp,  even, 
well-centered  impression. 

7  Struck  coins  are  carefully 
handled  and  packaged  to  protect 
the  proof  surface.
